Sierra Madre has hecii incorporated as a city ol 
the sixth class under the California law ahont five 
years. Ihe twin hlessiiiKs of incorporation and 
internrhan connection with the outside world arrived 
ahont the same time, marking the point in history 
hetween the old and the new. I’ersons who resided 
here for any length of time previous are colloquially 
known as "old timers." lint there is no line of de- 
markation hetween the old and the new residents 
so far as enterprise anil progressive spirit are con 
cerned.

The transforma¬ 
tion which has taken |ilace is a source of astonish¬ 
ment to visitors who were familiar with the old 
londitions and the excellence of oar streets is the 
snhject of frequent congratulatory remarks from 
visitors who never saw the city hefore. 

Of the city's eighteen miles of streets ahont 
twelve miles have heen imiiroved with tami>eil oil 
paving which, in the peculiar Sierra Madre soil, is 
almost equal to asphalt.

tively illuminated on the darkest night. 

In keeping with the character of the improved 
streets is the manner in which they are kept clean. 
The debris and dirt which always accumulate in 
u pnhlic street are removed regularly. 

Beauty as well as utility have heen kept in mind 
in street improvement. Consequently the natural 
trees have heen left to grow in the streets wherever 
possible, and have heen protected with cement cop¬ 
ings. L'niform planting of shade trees has been 
adopted along some streets and the beautification 
of parkings has been encouraged in every way pos¬ 
sible. 

The assessed valc.alion of the city is about a 
million and :i quarter dollars. I he tax rate at 
present is ninety-six cents on each $too. Of this 
amount twelve cents is for library purposes, fifty-six 
cents for the genend purposes of the city and twen- 
tv-fonr i-ents for interest on water bonds which it is 
expected will he issued soon. By far the largest 
single item in the city's hneiget is for street improve¬ 
ment and maintenance. 

.'Sierra Madre took a iiioneer ste|i for cities of 
her class hy employing a inunici|>al nurse for v i'ita- 
tion work. Mrs. .\melia Jensen has made the eiffice 
a ])ovvor feir good in many ways. She works in co¬ 
operation with the hoard of health, inspects sani¬ 
tary ceinditions, visits the sick with helpful counsel 
and cheerful greeting, warns the violators of legal 
and common sense restrictions, aids various t>rgan- 
ir.ations in dispensing charity, gives free medical 
ail vice to the indigemt and se-es that all houses are 
projierly fninigateei after being occupied hy victims 
of any infections elisease. Her work has attracteei 
the attentie'ii of public oiffeials throughout the 
state who make frequent inquiry as to her methods.

CHURCHES AND RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATION.o 

\Vorshi|)ers of almost every creed can tind a 
church home in Sierra .Madre. .\nd yet the pl.ace 
lacks the multiplicity of reliRioiis orRani/atious often 
found in towns no larRcr. ft has sfvnu'd wiser to 
have a few well supported churches than ,1 large 
number of weak ones. 

The b'irst CoiiRreRation.il church was the first 
to be orRanized when the vill.iRe was in its infan¬ 
cy. Since then it has served virtually as a union 
evaiiRelical church, receiviuR members from many 
other denominations, IturinR the past six years 
the pastor has been Rev. James ,M. t'ampbell, l>. |)., 
author of a number of theoloRie;d books published 
on both sides of the ,\tlantic, and with a Reiiius for 
rcachinR the hearts of all sorts and conditions of 
men. .XmoiiR the cosmopolitan i>opul;ition of Sierra 
.Madre, Rathered front the ends of the earth, each 
with a difTerent itrohlem of life, he found a held 


a source ot deliRlit to visitors wiio nave never seen 
one of its type, and should be a source of inspir- 
ation to puiiil.i 'ibe school roems are all on one 
floor, and the large basement is devoted to manual 
trainiiiR work. 

The school rooms are built around a sunny pa¬ 
tio which is beautified with flower beds and foun¬ 
tain and covered with a vine clad pergola. Each 
school room and cloak room has its own entrtince 
from the patio, eliminating the confusion of com¬ 
mon hallways and the danger of congestion in case 
of fire. Fhe large school grounds allow ample play 
room, sjiace for practical gardeniitg instruction and 
for an ehiborate landscaping scheme which is being 
worked out by the school trustees. 

The board of trustees for the Sierra -Madre dis¬ 
trict consists of E. T. Pierce, chairman; J, C. Dick¬ 
son, clerk; and Mrs. 11 . G. Flint. I'lie chairman 
of the board was for many years at the head of the 
state normal school in Los .\ngeles and brings val¬ 
uable experience to the position. .Mrs. Flint has the 
honor to be the first woman to hold a public office 
in Sierra Madre, though the office is one to which 
women were eligible evcti before etpial suffrage was 
granted. 

During the present year the teaching staff has coti- 
sisted of Prof. R. W. .Maltbie, principal. Misses 
Mintner, Zager and Forsburg. In addition to the 
regular work of the primary and grammar grades, 
special instruction is given in music, sewing and 
manual training and agriculture. 

-Vfter ci nsidering the tpicstiou fnim every stand¬ 
point at various times it has been decided that 
Sierra .Madre will not be ready' to build and main¬ 
tain a high school for years to come. The reason 
is found in the fact that Merra Madre ptipils can 
attend the Pasadena high schools without the pay¬ 
ment of tuition fees, through the contribution of 
Sierra Madre to the state high school tax. The car¬ 
fare is low and the time reciuircd to make the trip 
is not longer than that rerptired by a large propor¬ 
tion of the high school pupils residing in Los .Ang¬ 
eles and Pasadena. Pasadena's present high school 
affords excellent classical, literary and scientific

polytechnic high school is nearing comniction. Ihis 
schoid is Icca'.ed near the eastern city limits of 
Pasademi and will actutdly be more convenient of 
access from Sierra .Madre than from some parts of 
Pasadena. 

.Sierra Madre is also within easy reach of I'hroop 
Institute. Occidental college and the Univer-ity of 
Southern Califortiia for students desiring either pre¬ 


courses, while the plant of the half-million dollar 
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\\liicli few could have filled so well. 1 he |)ast(jratc 
which he has just concluded was one of hlessing for 
the entire conunttnity as well as for the church 
itself. rite church is wi'l> orn.inized with tlourish- 
iug Sunday School, t hristian h'ttdeavor. Missionary 
Society and Ladies’ .\id society. 

The' Church of the .Ascension ( Iqiiscopal), was 
the second to he established in Sierra .^la<lre and 
for ntany years no other church ornanizations were 
fornted. d'he Rev. Dr. (leor^e 11 . Cornell h,as heen 
rector of the jiarish tihotit three years. hriiiKtnK to 
the work rioe experience and a most j)leasinj{ per¬ 
sonality. I'he chttreh httilding is pleasingly pic- 
tttresipie both without and within. It contains a 
pipe ortttut of beautiful tone. I he Sltnday School 
and Woniati's fiuihl are the .active auxiliary ornan- 
izations of the parish. 

N'o rcKttl.irlv organized Catholic |iarish exists in 
Sierra Madre.' Re\. I•■ather .M. W. Uarth. however, 
c inlucts services in a ch.at)el which he had erected 
fiT the lutrpose .about three ye.ars ;igo after cauuing 
to Sierra Madre to make his home ami findiiiK a 
lutmher of communicants withont a place of worship 
nearer than Pasadena. Rev. Barth enjoye<i a witle 
actiuaintance in Chicago where he resided many 
years, and has heen the means of hriiiKint! a nitm- 
iier of residents to Sierra .Madre, permanent and 
temporary.

A COSMOPOLITAN POPULATION

I'.terythinK in our naticmal life i'* in the melting 
pot. \Vhat the nltimate .American will he when the 
type is fixed it is im|)ossihle to jiredict. .Meanwhile 
it is iuterc’stmg to \satch and to stud\’ the iirocess 
of assimilation which is gradually Koinj! on. .Ami no 
place affords better opporluuity for this than our 
little foothill town in which are to he seen all the 
heterogeneous elements found only, as a rule, in the 
great cities. . 

Looking down upon the San (lahnel A alley troin 
Sierra Mailre \ illa Bishop i’hillips P.rooks once said 
that he saw a hit of Spain in the San Ci.ahricl Mission 
huildings, a hit of Prance in the smiling vineyards. 
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a hit of Italy in the opaline skies ami a hit of New 
LnglamI in the thrifty fanners and the fruit groves 
that spring up on every side. Could he look upon 
the landscatie now and see how the stream of jiopit- 
lation has tlowed in since then, forniing itself into 
ci\ic centers, he would fiml something still more 


suggestive of the transiilantation to thi' new country 
of various forms of old world civilization, for here 
all nationalities meet and mingle. But he would 
also discover that the predominant elenient is the 
New Kuglaml one. Imleed the state of California 
has in it more of the original New England than 
New England has itself. 

One of the results of this mixing tij) of nationali¬ 
ties has heen the creation of a cosmopolitan spirit. 
.And in no place has this spirit heen stronger than in 
Sierra Madre. Its citizens have pulled well together 
ami have always showed a readiness to surrender 
their own preconceived ideas so as to make the new 
ailiustments tvhich were necessary for the accom¬ 
plishment of things pertaining to the conimon good. 
Proximity to the city of Los .Angeles, of which they 
will no doubt one day he a part, has also had some¬ 
thing to do with saving them from " sjurit of pro¬ 
vincialism. 

Beecher was wont to com|)are .America to a huge 
stomach which converts the various nationalities en¬ 
tering it into .Americans, as the stomach convert' 
all the varieties of food into blood. 1 lie inffuence 
hv which this change is produced conies from the 
possession of a comim national spirit. Vhere that 
is present the most diverse elements are fused into 
one. Of the common life of our foothill village that 
spirit has always heen a characteristic feature. 
Hence it is, essentially and emphatically, an .Amer¬ 
ican town. 

In keeping with these things the church life has 
heen hri’ad and free. 'I’lie church of which the 
present writer has heen pastor for over six years 
has had within its fellowship representatives of 
twelve different denominations. How has such a 
church got on? Famously. Its members have united 
on the fundamentals of Christianity and have never 
reipiired any one coming among them to surrender 
a single personal conviction. .All the.v have insisted 
on is that every one shall accord the other fellow 
the same liberty which he claims for himself. .And 
I have a conviction that when the ecclesiastical his¬ 
tory of the state comes to he written the union Con¬ 
gregational church of Sierra Madre will he pointed 
to as having afforded a jirophetic illustration of what 
the church of the future is to he. d hat this cosmo- 
polilau spirit in civic life and this spirit of true cath¬ 
olicity in church life may abide and flourish is the 
prayer of the writer. 
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The coiiipaniun pictures of Sierra Maclre and the 
San Galiriel Valley shown above were not taken 
front an inaccessible nionntain peak, but from a point 
within the corporate limits of Sierra .Madre. At 
the outset it should he clearly understood that the 
view of the valley is scarcely superior to that ob¬ 
tainable from any part of Sierra Madre where the 
trees do not obstruct the vision. 

How would yon like to live with such an inspir¬ 
ing panorama continually sjtread out before yon? 
Wouldn't it make life more worth living? It is 
diflicnll to imagine the mental makeup ot a person 
who would not e.xperience a feeling of c.xaltation 
at the picture, which would rerinire the combined

genius of a poet, a painter and ;i master of prose to 
do it justice. 

Let tts consider the pictures a moment. Sierra 
Madre is scattered over the foothill slope, extettditig 
from the underbrush at the very base of the monn- 
taitis in the near foreground, to the oak covered 
fields of old "Lnc'<y" Baldwin's famous Santa .\nita 
Ranch. Bahluin .\venne may he distinguished by 
the line of eucalyptus trees runuitig dowti from the 
moutitain in the left hatid |)icture, extending dowtt 
throtigh the town, across the Baldwin ranch and half 
w.'iy across the .San Gabriel \hilley. with a turn in 
its course near the fitrther etid. similar litie of 
trees running parallel from the left hand ctid of the 
picture and well t>tit into the valley is S:mta .\nita 
.■\venuc. rite white httilding at the extreme left f>f 
the picture is a fruit packing house near the south¬ 
ern limits of Monrovia, five miles away. Almost 
in the center of the picture is the famous Santa 
.\nita rack track with its stadium att<l numerous 
stables. 

Twelve miles across the valley the Pucute Hills 
rise to a height almost eoiial to that from which 
the pictitre was taken, about i aoo feet above sea 
level. The elevation of the valley between is about 
300 feet. Baldwin .\venue at the lower edge of 
Sierra Madre is about 750 feet and rises to i.ioo feet 
at the ui)per edge of the city. Klevations of other 
portions of Sierra Madre can he found by referring 
to the ina]) on the last inside i)age of the supi)le- 
ment, showing clearly why Sierra Madre has such a 
matchless view. 

In the right hand picture Lima Street m.'iy he 
seen extending front the inountaiti side to the lower 
city limits. \ white object at the extreme right of 
the picture is the Raymond Hotel, seven tniles away. 
From this point to the nacking house shown in the 
other picture the distance is nitie miles in an air line. 
Pasadena is jttst out of the right hand end of the 
])ictttre, while South Pasadena and .Mhamhra are 
spread over the area to the left of the Raymond. 
Scattered through the valley are the towns of La- 
manda Park, El Motite, Puente, Baldwin Park, Co¬ 
vina and .Arcadia. Whittier is hidden behind the 
end of the Ptiente Hills. Behind the hills which 
form the skyline in the right hand picture lies Los 
■Angeles, scarcely twelve miles by aeroplane. 

Now consider the two pictures as a single view, 
sitch as is .seen from Sierra Madre at any time. 
Straight throitgh the center, beyond the Puente Hills 
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may be seen the Pacific Gccan, .about twenty miles 
away. The glint of the sunlight on the water could 
be seen on the day the pictures were taken. The 
|)hot<'graph from which these reproducliotis were 
made 'hows the outline of one end of Cattilini 
Islaml. thirty tniles at sea.

Unbelievable, isn't it? .And yet it could be 
done many times every winter. Is there any other 
place in this great country where such extremes all 
but meet ?

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inn of I'liesday. April 5, the writer started out with 
his camera to Ket some pictures for this vupplemeut. 
He soon found himself halting hetweeu two equally 
attractive suhjeets. Durinn the previous iiiKht a 
rain which had fallen in Sierra Mailre had heen ac- 
compaiiieil with a snow storm in the mountains 
which left a mantle of white over their sutnmits, 
atui which could he seim cxteudiutt hehov the cloitds 
which huuK over the ran^e while Sierra Madre w;is 
hathcd in 'titishine. I he rain had left the air in the 
valley even clearer than usual. otTeriiiK alluring pos 
sihilities in that direction, while there were many at¬ 
tractive -cenes ahtnit town remaining to he taken. 
After a mental dehate over which subject to choose 
for the camera the thought occurred, why not get 
both ? 

I wenty minutes’ walk frt'ui the New s office 
brought ns to the point from which the valley views 
were taken. I'he taking of some individual home 
.sceites was followed hy a return to the News office, 
from which a teleuhotie <trder t<» the Mt. Wilson 
Stables at the foot of the trail brought assurance 
that a saddle horse would he ready ui>on arrival 
there. 

.\fter attending to a few matters at the office we 
are on onr way. l■‘rom various points on the trad 
we get \iews similar to the jiictures shown. .\fte' 
ascending two miles we art' en\elot>ed in the lore 
bangmg clouds and soon the rain begins tf> ftdl, 
though through an occasiontd rift in the clouds we 
can we that the sun is still shining in the valby. 

.As we ascend the air becomes rapiilly coh’er and 
four miles from .'sierra Madre we reach the snow. 
Soon the rain ceases ami at live miles snow begins to 
fall intermittently. .At .Martin’s Camp, six miles, 
the snow is six or eight inches <leep anil the two 
snow pictures ■-howii on the opposite iiage are taken 
while the snow is actually hilling. 

Mt. Wilson Hotel is reached in time for Innch 
ami .affords a welcome ch.ance to dry cU>thes and 
warm up feet cold from swinging in the stirrups. 
At the summit of the mountain the cloud is too 
dense to permit taking pictures, hut the snow- 
covered hotel presents just such an appearance as 
shown on another page, with more than a foot of 
snow on the level. With such scenes around ns it 
i.s difficult to believe that Sierra Madre is actually 
within a Intmlred miles. Hut the return trip is com¬ 
pleted in time to reveal the afternoon sun bathing 
the valley and foothills in an opalescent glow and 
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more heantiful if possible than when we left them 
a few hours before, by ria.son of the contrasts which

Sierra 
Madre is scattered over the foothill sloiie, extendinn 
from the nnderhrnsh at the very base of the nionn- 
tains in the near foreKfoniid, to the oak covered 
fields of old "latcky" lialdvvin's fatuous Santa .\nita 
Ranch, lialdwiti Avenue tnay he distin^tnished hy 
the line of eiiealyiitiis trees miming down from the 
tnoniitain in the left hand incture, extenditig down 
throiitfh the town, across the lialdwin ranch iind half 
way across the San (iahriel V'alley, with a turn in 
its course near the further etid. .\ similar line of 
trees running iiarallel from the left hand end of the 
picture and well out into the valley is Santa .Anita 
.Avenue. The white huilditig at the extreme left of 
the picture is a fruit (lackitig house near the south¬ 
ern limits of Monrovia, five miles away. Almost 
in the center of the picture is the famous .Santa 
.Anita rack track with its stadium and numerous 
stables. 

Twelve miles across the valley the ruente Hills 
rise to a height almost eoiial to that from which 
the picture was taken, about i aoo feet above sea 
level. The clevatifiti of the valley between is about 
.too feet. Btddwin .Avetme at the lower edge of 
Sierra Madre is about ".io feet atid rises to i,ioo feet 
at the upper edge of the city. Klcvations of other 
portions of Sierra Madre can he found hy referritig 
to the mail oti the last itiside page of the suiiple- 
ment, showing clearly why Sierra Madre has such a 
matchless view. 

In the right hatid picture Lima Street may he 
seen extending from the mountain side to the lower 
city limits. ,A white object at the extreme right of 
the iiicture is the Raymond Hotel, seven miles away. 
From this point to the nacking house shown in the 
other picture the distatice is tiine miles in an air line. 
Pasadetia is just out of the right hand end of the 
picture, while .South Pasadena and .Alhambra are 
sjircad over the area to the left of the Raymond. 
Scattered through the valley arc the tovvtis of La- 
manda Park, Fd Monte, Puente, Baldwin Park, Co¬ 
vina and Arcadia. Whittier is hidden hehind the 
end of the Puetite Hills. Behind the hills which 
form the skyline in the right hand picture lies Los 
.Angeles, scarcely twelve miles hy aeroplane. 

Now consider the two pictures as a single view, 
such as is seen from Sierra Madre at any time.

'The cotnpanion pictures of Sierra .Madre and the 
San Gabriel Valley shown above were not taken 
from an inaccessible mountain peak, hut from a piiitit 
within the corporate limits of Sierra .Madre. .At 
the outset it should be clearly understood that the 
view of the valley is scarcely superior t(.v that ob¬ 
tainable from any part of Sierra Madre where the 
trees do not obstruct the vision.

I'wettty mintites' walk from the News office 
brought tis to the point from which the valley views 
were taken.

Hest known of the Southern California tnountain 
tiails is that leading from Sierra Madre to Mt. 
Wilson, a distance of .seven miles. Halfway to the 
lop is Orchard Ctunp, a popular camp among the 
trees, along the singing stream of the Little Santa 
Anita. All the way to the top the traveller is con¬ 
fronted hy views of momitaiii scenery and distant 
valley which tax one's vocanmlary for suitable ar- 
jectives. 

Six miles from .Sierra Madre is Martin's Camp, 
the first habitation on Mt. Wibsoii and now aban¬ 
doned as a resort. Hut one can get a ciiii of coffee 
and some post cards from the man who operates a 
combination lunch room and ithotogratili gallerv. 

On the summit of Mt. Wilson, 5.poo feet above the 
sea, is the Mt. Wilson hotel, a cozy hostelry of un¬ 
usual character.

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The Carnegie Solar Observatory on the summit of 
Mt. V\'ilson is perhaps the greatest observatory in 
the work!. At any rate some of its instruments 
are the largest of their kind and others are abso¬ 
lutely uni(|ne. being inventions of members of the 
observatory staff. I'lie observatory is owned and 
sn()ported by the Carnegie Foitndation for the .Ad¬ 
vancement of Science, being one of the three prin- 
cijial institutions maintained with that found. 

While the Mt. Wilson observatory is one of the 
newest of the great explorinor stations of the heav¬ 
ens its ec|ttii)ment and actual resetirches have placed 
it in the very front rank in its less than ten years 
of e.xistencc. \ct only have the discoveries of its 
regular staff sttirtled the scientific world but lead¬ 
ing astronomers from all over the world have jour¬ 
neyed to Mt. Wilson to use, sometimes fur very 
short intervals, its matchless etinipment in special 
lines of research. 

Ii)r. George E. Hale is the director of the observ¬ 
atory. Xo modern invention erf modern times has 
contributed more to solar research thati his spectro- 
heliograph, a combination of the telescope, spectro¬ 
scope and photographic camera in such a manner as 
to permit photographing the sun in the light of any 
one element. The distribution of the elements, their 
action, and changes on the sun's surface are tib- 
served in a manner never before dreamed of. Dr. 
Hale's staff includes such scientists as Ritchie 
Adams, E'ath, Sears and Ellerman. 

Housed in the big white dome is the world's 
greatest telescope, the fo-inch retlector, built from 
designs of Prof. Ritchie and Dr. Hale. The next 
largest is the 40-inch telescope of the Lick observa¬ 
tory. The power of the Mt. Wilson telescope to 
penetrate sptice in the search for the secrets of the

heavens is far beyond that of any other instrument 
ever made. This fact, together with the favorable 
atmospheric conditions which led tiv the choice of 
Mt. Wilson as the observatory site after ;i search 
of the whole contitient. have permitted investiga¬ 
tions heretofore impossible. 

'File tower telcsceipe of Mt. Wilson is also uniipie. 
It is used for the study of the sun, by means of the 
spectroheliograph. By an arrangement of plane 
mirrors the sun's image is reflected from the top 
of the iso-foot tower to the bottom of a 75-foot 
well ami back to the surface of the ground. Prac¬ 
tically all work, both of the tower telescope and of 


the 60-inch reflector, is nhotographic, very little di¬ 
rect visual work heing done. 

The princil)al work of the observtitory is the study 
of the sun .as typical of the more disttint stars, and 
of the latter as suns in various stages of develop- 
tnent. It is exi)ected that this study of solar evolu¬ 
tion will nitimately throw some light on the history 
of the utliverse. 

.So nearly ideal have been foitnd observing con¬ 
ditions on .Mt. Wilson that a great glass too inches 
in diameter has been c:ist and is now being ground 
to perfection in the observatory workshops in Pasa- 
denti. Money for the purnose was gieen by the 
late John D. Hooker of Los .Xngele-. It will be 
placeil iti a moutiting of entirely new construction 
designed by Prf. Ritcbie. It is expected to be the 
means of revealing the secrets of the heavens to an 
extent little dreamed of heretofore.

Madre-Ml. Wilson race. It is hehl each year dur¬ 
ing .\pril or Mav. the course being from Sierra 
Madre to Mt. XX'ilson over the old trail, a ilistance 
<'f seven and one-tenth miles. L suallv a score of 
the best athletes on the I’acitic Coast are entered 
and the four contests held so far have been highly 
txciling. The fifth annual race will he held this 
year on .Mav l. 

The iilea of the race orieinateil with Charles J. 
Fox. then a resident of Sierra Madre. Richard 
K. I'ox, publisher of the Police (iazette. offered a 
beautiful gold medal valued at $too to the athlete 
who would win the race three times. ICach year the 
name and record of the winner are engraved on a 
bar which is ailded to the medal. No man has won 
it twice so far. The final winner will hate a cotn- 
plete reconl of the series of contests on the medal.

Wrily, the resident of Sierra Madre knows well 
the feeling uhieh moved the man who sung; 

■'Inst to breathe deep and see 

i'hese southern steeps hy summer over run. 

Is to inherit kingdoms, is to be 
Caesar to joy, Pizarro to the sun,” 

I'l.r pleasure and health giving (lualities Sierra 
Madre's climate is surpassed nowhere, even in 
Southern California. The purity of the dry moun¬ 
tain air. the perfect drainage, the excellence of the 
water sni)ply. the freedom from fogs and extremes 
of temiierature. the anmle rainfall, and the re- 
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markable number of clear days combine in a near 
approach to perfection. 

The occompanying rainfall charts were i>rei)ared 
for this edition by .Mr, .Max Wolff from the records 
kept by .Mr. John G. lllumer over a period of near¬ 
ly ->5 years. The smaller chart shows graphically 
the average distribution throughout the year and 
the larger chart shows the total <luring each season 
of the period. The records show Sierra .Madre to 
have a heavier average rainfall than any other city 
in the county. Ihe charts show the Los .Angeles 
record for purposes of comparison. 


It should not be thougbt. however, that the pre¬ 
ponderance of rainfall is accompanied by a cor¬ 
responding amount of mud or clomly days, 1 he 
steep foothill slope and the norous character of the 
soil afforded such perfect drainage as to prevent 
the fortner even before the street itniirovemetit had 
reached its itresent perfectioti. .\tid the govertt- 
metit record of atmospheric conditions shows how 
greatly Sierra Mtidre is f.ivored with the famous 
California sutishine. 'I'ake for ex.imple one caleti- 
dar year whett the raitifall iti Sierra .Madre was 
4 (),QO inches (average about J5 inches). During 
that year there were J.to clear d.iys, ;in<l t,t5 cloudy 
or partly cloudy days, and the tneait tetnper.iture 
was (n.4 F. Interesting com|)arison is afforded by 
the records of other cities for the same year which 
were as follows; Los .Angeles—J.t.OJ inches rain¬ 
fall.

X'irtual freedotn frotn fogs is one of the utiitpie 
blessings of Sierra .Madre. due in l>;irt to the eleva¬ 
tion and iti part to the slo|)ing situatioti. It is not 
an uncommott sight oti risitig in the tnorning to find 
the etitire San (iabriel vtdiey obscured bv a blanket 
of fog. glistening in the sunshine like a billowy 
white ocean. It is a rarely betiutifnl sight, e(|nalled 
only by that seeti from a tnoutitain top rising above 
the cloitds. 

b'ntit growers in Sierra Madre titid their groves 
immune frotn frost, in spite of the fact that the 
winter rains are often accomnatiied by snows whieh 
cap the peaks of the moutitaitis and bill far down 
on the sides, otily to melt ;ind soak itito the great 
mitural reservoir of the inontitain ridges. 

To ask if Sierra .Mtidre gets hot in summer is to 
ask a foolish i|nestioti if one kttows it is iti South¬ 
ern California. To be sure some |)laces get hotter 
than others. I’.ut .Sierra Madre compares favorahl.y 
in this respect with any other (daces exce|)t. of 
course, the beticli cities.
